So completely do officials in touch 


with the situation consider the issue 
disposed of, it is said there will be 
no reply by the President to the Or 
man note. There may be a statement 
by Secretary Lansing, however, cal- 
ling attention to the important point 
in the note that Germany has ordered 
submarine activities confined to ves- 
sels of war. This is the- essence of 
the Kaiser's reply officials say, ami 
leaves no actual Issue with CJermany. 


The issue will remain closed, offi- 


cials believe. 
They feel Germany will 


not reopen it by resuming warfare 
against merchantmen. 
Every care 


will be taken by the Germans tb pre- 
vent submarine commanders violating 
the order and we see danger of vio- 
lation only in the fact that German 
submarine commanders are for the 
most part young officers some of them 
perhaps difficult to control.
